] 96% found us with (he Jittlc International (I .idle 
DO) with over KX100A miles on the dockland a 
bit expensive lo ieep on the road, and not big 
enough to do the Job. We tlien purchased a 4 Ion 
D Scries 1J4CK) F r otd- This doubled our carrying 
capacity bulh in weight and cubic capacity, and 
al the same time alinnsi halved our fuel bill. 
This proved very beneficial for carting from the 
rail and Jiom Waltons, also a growing longer 
distance fiirriitLuie removal which was available. 
At the sanse lime BrookJands - a Large 
Automotive Parts Business was fumOurcd Lo be 
opening in Coffs Harbour - and we wrote to 
them lo try and secure their eariage from rail to 
stoic. This was answered by them stating tnat 
the} had decided not to go ahead with ait outlet 
in C0Q5 Harbour, but advising ns thai Comet 
Overnight Transport was planning to commence 
a nighlly run from .Sydney lo Brisbane via North 
Cyasl, and we should approach Ihcm as regards 
to becoming (heir local agent. We did this and 
they advised they would he commencing 
operations towards the end of the year and would 
be in touch closer to the commencement of the 
im However, we will leave that for the 
moment because about this time Wallows had 
started to get all their large items in by road 
transport, so the amount by rail was negl lgible 



and at (he same time had ordered a large number 
of Austin l*anteck Trucks which were being built 
tor them u.nd all stores would do their own 
outward del i veri es themsel ves. This operation 
proved in be very 1 inefficient and costly tor them, 
ynd Ihey changed back to locat contractors 
however by (his lime we had moved on to other 
things, so our association with Waltons came to 
an end. Pretty soon we were lo lind that all 
cartage Irom rail was to be changed over 10 
freight into store, so that tender had to be put 
into for same, As ridiculously low tenders had to 
be put in we opted not to get involved, however 
we did continue to cart for a number of 
customers for about another I ^months to 2 years.
